T H E S O O T Y P E T R E L 


A Flah 
F a tin g B ird T h a t 
1» D e em e d • 
D e liea cy In A u stra lia . 
Tastes differ iu different latitudes, 
even among English spea king people. 
Ima gine Caucasians dining on salted 
petrels, and with a relish, too, as though 
that fish ea ting sea bird were a lux ury. 
Of all the fow ls that haunt the barren 
islands on the California coast none is 
considered quite so worthless as the 
sooty petrel. 
Even the sea gull has his 
usefulness as a scavenger on the bays 
along the coast, but the petrel is truly 
a despised bird in these waters. 
Sea 
gulls’ eggs bring a price in the market 
that makes it worth while to gather 
them at a considerable ex pense, but no 
one thinks it worth while to rob the 
petrels’ imsts on the rookeries at the 
Fa ra llone islands. 
It is different iu Australia. 
Is it the 
cold winds tiiat blow up from the a nt­ 
arctic regions or the hot air tha t sweeps 
down from the equator? 
No matter 
wha t the cause, the fact is tha t the ap- 
p« *tites of our Austra lia n cousins are 
radically different. 
The sooty petrel is 
there an <*<lible fowl, with a decided 
market value, and a number of m« *u and 
small craft ar* employed each year in 
ca tching, sa lting, pa cking and carrying 
it in great qua ntities from the rookeries 
on Tr« *foil island and other a djoining 
islands on the north coast of Ta sma nia 
to Sta nley and Melbourne. 
Mutton 
bird 
is th« * general na me 
given the p« *trel there, and the men and 
ships engagt d in the business are known 
as mutton • birders. 
To America ns this 
is quite a novel industry, and the fact 
tiiat such common s« *a birds as the petrel 
are packed and salted down like so much 
pork is a lwa ys a matter of wonderment 
to strangers who go there. 
But the test 
of the pudding is iu the ea ting of it, and 
those who have dined off mutton birds 
instead of land mutton pronounce the 
one every bit as good as the other. 
If you leave San Francisco in August, 
sa iling westward and southward, you 
w ill pass ma ny great flocks of birds tha t 
w ill be pointed out to you as sooty pe- 
tr« *ls— or th« *y will pass you, for they 
are traveling about three times faster 
than you are. And when you reach M el­ 
bourne 
and have become a cclima ted 
enough to venture a trip across to Ta s­ 
mania, you ma y dine off the young of 
those very birds that passed you on the 
( 'alifornia coast, only now they will I»«* 
served to you as mutton birds. 
Those fowls leav« * the Fa ra llones e v ­ 
ery few months, and once every year 
they visit Australia. 
Trefoil island i* 
their chief roosting place in the south­ 
ern hemisphere, so far as is known. 
Here they scratch and dig in the barren 
soil until they have burrowed a hole 
perhaps two f«*«*t deep. 
Into these holes 
each hen in the immense flock deposits 
her on« * « *gg 
The mutton birder inse rts 
his arm full stretch for his game. 
He 
does not tak>* the egg, but wa its a week 
or ten days after tin* egg lias bee i ha tch­ 
ed. Then he finds the young bird almost 
as big as the parent, but much more 
tender and fat. 
On land the petrel is 
quite unable to escape from the catchers. 
It cannot mount into the or from off 
the land, though its wings are enor­ 
mously long 
iu proportion to its black 
body, and it rises quite gra cefully from 
the 
wuter. 
On shore, 
however, 
the 
strange bird must hop along at a slow 
pace and cun only fly from tin* top of a 
ledge. 
Certain points of Trefoil island 
are littered with thousands of 
these 
nests, and ir is no difficult task to ga th­ 
er the yearly harvest of young mutton 
birds. 
The mutton birdiug season on 
Trefoil island lasts from a mouth to six 
weeks, and this includes the catching, 
salting, packing and shipping. 
They 
are packed in casks, and these are loaded 
on coasting schooners that come after 
tin m from Ta sma nia and Melbourne. 
By the time the fresh crop of mutton 
birds is living eaten at Melbourne the 
adult parents, with perhaps a certain 
percentage of the young ones that have 
escape« ! the « -ateliers, are returning to 
th« *ir old haunts, occupying the old and 
scratching new nests on the Farallone 
islands. 
Here tin* birds are practically’ 
unmolested, and it may thus bo said, 
with some basis in reason, tha t the Ca l­ 
ifornia « oast is supply ing the Austra lia n 
coasters with their edible »«*a fowl. 
It is true, of course, tiiat the petrel 
finds other « jun r nesting places ia sides 
the islands off t In* ( ’alifornia coast, but 
it is also true that Catalina, tin* Santa 
Barbara channel islands and the Fa ra l­ 
lones are tlieir chief rookeri« *s on this 
« •oast, ami that at certain seasons these 
islands ar« * entirely « ieserted by them, 
while th« * islands off Ta sma nia and tin 
southern < na-t of Australia then swarm 
with them .— San Francisco Chronicle.

A u essay of 
Weismann, charming 
and profou nd and written before the 
obsession of a logical theory had car­ 
ried him into arid metaphysics, dis­ 
cu ssed tho du ration of life in men and 
animals. 
To many, perhaps to most, 
living things, death comes u nexpected­ 
ly, with an ironical indifference to the 
period of the animal’s life or to its bu s­ 
iness of the moment. 
The man may be 
preparing to be merry; the bird may be 
a bu ilding, the bu tterfly not yet dry 
from the chrysalis, when they are fallen 
fipon by blind mischance, by enemies 
intent only on dinner or by u nthink ing 
microbes. Confronted by su ch extrinsic 
accidents, men cry ou t after their k ind, 
the poet attu ning an ineffectu al lam ­ 
entation, the moralist preaching, the 
pagan u rging to the day of pleasu re, 
bu t the natu ralist mu st be du mb. 
His 
opportu nity comes with the animals 
that avoid or escape colliding fates, and 
that yet after a fixed period ru n down 
lik e a clock . The seeds of deaths appar­ 
ently have been lying inert in the body 
and come to fatal matu rity after a lapse 
o f time that varies little among indi­ 
vidu als of the k ame species, bu t that is 
widely different among different k inds 
of animals. 
Threescore and ten is the natu ral 
period of m an’s life. The elephant will 
live 200 years, the horse bu t half a cen­ 
tu ry. Singing birds and fowls and pheas­ 
ants will live for nearly 20 years, bu t 
parrots, eagles, falcons and swans are 
k nown to su rvive their centu ry. 
Some 
live 
throu gh nearly two centu ries. 
Qu een ants and work ing ants may live 
for years. 
Sir John Lu bbock k ept a 
qu een ant alive for 13 years, du ring all 
which period she continu ed to lay fer­ 
tile eggs, bu t the males live only a lew 
days. 
Qu een bees live two or tiiree 
years; work ers and drones a few months, 
althou gh indeed in one sense tho death 
of the latter is u nnatu ral, as the work ­ 
ers drive them away from the stores of 
food, so that they perish of starvation. 
Among insects generally the period of 
adu lt life varies greatly. 
Many, lik e 
the May flies, dance in the su n only for 
a few hou rs; the sexes meet, the eggs 
are deposited and the creatu res die be­ 
fore nightfall. 
Many bu tterflies and 
moths are u nprovided with feeding or­ 
gans and live only a few hou rs, others 
for many days. 
Leaving ou t of cou nt certain minor 
factors, lik e the time requ ired for grow­ 
ing to a larger size and the slower 
growth of animab that mu st waste time 
au d energy in cap tu ring living food, it 
is certain that the re is an intimate con­ 
nection all throu gh tho animal k ingdom 
between the d\ ration of life and the 
reprodu ctive habits. 
Animals, in one 
sense, are lik e the bright and fragrant 
flowers of plants; since when their 
fu nction is accomplished, when seeds 
ire formed, they wither and perish. 
The bu siness of the animal seems to be, 
not to live its own life, bu t to reprodu ce 
its owu k ind, and the term of life at its 
disposal is adju sted accu rately to the 
« special difficu lties of 
this pu rpose. 
Weismann and Alfred Ru ssel Wallace 
« su ggest that death comes as soon as pos­ 
sible after the du o nu mber of su ccessors 
has been produ ced, in order that each 
species may always be represented by a 
fu ll tale of you ng and vigorou s indivi­ 
du als. Natu ral selection acts lik e a con­ 
tractor who has u ndertak en to k eep a 
window box gay with fresh blossoms; 
each plant mu st bo removed almost be­ 
fore its flowers fade. 
Bu t ou r present concern is with the 
fact rather than with explanation of tho 
fact. Tak ing the needs of reprodu ction 
as a master k ey, we flnd it u nlock ing 
the secrets of inequ alities of life. 
Tho 
May flies live only a few hou rs, bu t 
their eggs are produ ced abu ndantly and 
have only to be dropped into pools from 
which their parents, leaving their chrys­ 
alis, sprang into the su nny air. 
The 
short lived moths and bu tterflies simi­ 
larly are u ntrou bled by family cares. 
When the eggs have to bo deposited on 
common and abu ndant food plants tho 
females need and possess few hou rs in 
which to accomplish their easy task . 
The males, on the other hand, have to 
fly abou t set k ing and sometimes fight­ 
ing for possession of the females, and 
to them a longer life is i.Hotted. 
Bu t­ 
terflies and moths that live for more 
than a few days are those whose cater­ 
pillars requ ire a rarer food plant, a 
more carefu lly chosen nu rsery and feed­ 
ing grou nd. 
Tho females have to fly 
abou t seek ing convenient spots for their 
offspring, and the eggs, instead of ripen­ 
ing and being deposited simu ltaneou s­ 
ly, are laid from day to day u ntil the 
fu ll tale be accomplished. 
In many 
tribes of bees the males play their part 
bu t once, and that du ring the nu ptial 
flight of the qu een. Immediately after­ 
ward they die or shortly after are k illed 
by the work ers. The qu eens, seclu ded in 
the middle of the hive, produ ce crops 
of work ers year after year, and so their 
lives are prolonged. 
Among the birds and beasts parental 
cares have brou ght length of days with 
them. The small singing birds are rapid 
breeders, sometimes produ cing five or 
sex nestlings twice a year, bu t their 
enemies are equ ally nu merou s, and de­ 
spite the comtau t attention of the male 
and female play su ch havoc with the 
you ng that hardly in 20 years will a 
pair rear u p you ng enou gh to maintain 
the species. 
Birds lik e pheasants and 
fowls are still more prolific, bu t old 
au d you ng lik e are preyed u pon by a mu l­ 
titu de of enemies. The birds of prey are 
slow breeders. Their active flight mak es 
it impossible that the females shou ld 
carry with them a bu rden of developing 
eggs, and in their long lives they leave 
behind them no more progeny than 
qu ick er breeding, shorter lived crea­ 
tu res —Satu rday Review. 


W h y A cto r« Ix io b Yo ung ;. 
The ever you thfu l appearance of the 
members of the dramatic profession is a 
constant sou rce of su rprise to the pu blic 
at large. 
Visitors to the Lyceu m, for 
instance, can be heard every night com­ 
menting on the wonderfu lly preserved 
you th of Miss Ellen Terry, who, al­ 
thou gh she some years ago passed that 
memorable landmark in a woman’s life 
of 40 years, might still be mistak en for 
a girl in the early twenties. 
The same observation is made night 
after night at most of the other theaters, 
while su ch heroes of melodrama as Mr. 
William Terriss. who, on the stage, is a 
dashing you th of perhaps five and twen­ 
ty, is in private life a middle aged man 
nearing the milestone of 50. 
The reason for this is not so mu ch the 
paint necessary to be u sed in mak ing u p 
—which obliterates, to a certain extent, 
the natu ral wrink les of the sk in, while 
it lu bricates and nou rishes it—bu t it is 
du e to the change in the expression of 
the variou s emotions which every part 
demands. This cau ses the actor to bring 
into constant play all tho mu scles of his 
face. 
By u sing them equ ally they all 
maintain their firm consistence and 
strength, and none wastes away from 
disu se. 
The resu lt is that the sk in is 
k ept stretched and tense over the face 
and does not fall into hollows. 
The you thfu l appearance is, therefore, 
maintained off the stage, even thou gh 
the actor's hair change from the you th­ 
fu l tint to gray, as is fast becoming the 
case with Mr. Terriss. This is the reason 
why su ch men as the late Charles Mat­ 
thew’s, w ho did not pu t on flesh as he 
grew old, blit retained his slim figu re, 
ate able to continu e 
impersonating 
you thfu l characters u ntil they have ou t­ 
lived the allotted period assigned to 
man by the psalmist. —Strand Magazine. 


N o Sta g« * Cza rs . 
As for Ru binstein’s “ Ivan the Terri­ 
ble,’’ I am su re that the real trou ble lay 
in the introdu ction of Ivan on the stage. 
1 was never told, bu t 1 am su re that I 
am right in stating that an u nwritten 
law*, tradition, or whatever one may 
call it, forbids the presentation of a 
Ru ssian sov« reign on the stage. Glink a’s 
famou s opera, “ Life For the Czar,” 
w hich is given on all imperial birthdays 
and national festivities, ends with a 
su perb tableau of the entrance into the 
Kremlin of Moscow’ of the you ng Mik ­ 
hail Feodc rovitch, newly elected to the 
throne, tin1 first of the Romanoff sover­ 
eigns. 
The whole opera is tilled with 
the czar—in words—and the cu rtain de­ 
scends at the exact moment when he 
shou ld come in view’ of the au dience 
and accou nt for the enthu siastic cheers 
of his faithfu l su bjects who are intoxi­ 
cated by his presence in the wings. 
It 
wou ld have cost only an extra horse and 
a su it of clothes to gratify the au dience, 
hu t the czar does not appear. 
Natu rally this objection to an actor 
impersonating so sacred an individu al 
as the czar wou ld apply with pecu liar 
force to so dramatic a figu re as Ivan the 
Terrible. Any spectator who cou ld read 
and was blessed with the faintest spar,! 
of memory wou ld k now that w hen tit 
Mu scovite czar walk ed off into the 
wings in the gu ise of a piou s monk , 
chanting an au them, he was going, ac­ 
cording to his cu stom (if wo are to be 
lieve the au thority of history and the 
lists of his victims for whose sou ls anc 
himself he ordered prayers to be said in 
perpetu ity), to be a witness and possibly 
an assistant at the tortu res of those who 
had displeased him and thu s tak e a hand 
in proving to them the existence of—the 
opposite of heaven.—Lippinoott’s.

formed by mak ing comparisons.

trained mou ntain climber, for an in­ 
stance, can only ascend 9 ,000 feet in 
nine hou rs. In other words, su ch a per­ 
son work ing continu ou sly for a consid­ 
erable length of time can only raise his 
own weight 1,000 feet per hou r, while 
the work dene by the heart is equ ivalent 
to raising its own weight (10 ou nces) 
13,800 feet every hou r.
